aganda and activities conducted in 
the name of the Industrial W orkers 
of the World, the socialist party 
and other organizations throughout 
the United States. 
On orders from Attorney General 
Gregory, United Stales marshals in 
many towns and citi«*s descended, 
at 2 p. rn., central time, upon local 
headquarters 
of 
the 
Industrial 
Workers of the World, seized books, 
checks, correspondence and mother 
documents, and in noire instances 
arrested officials found 
upon 
the 
premises. 
The arrest in Chicago of 
W illiam B. Haywood, the organiza­ 
tion’s secretary, was a conspicuous 
example. 
Attorney General Gregory was a 
guest at the summer bouse of Col. 
E. M. House in Magnolia, Mass., 
last evening, 
when 
he 
received 
word that raids on the headquar­ 
ters of the Industrial Workers of 
the World in many cities had been 
carried out as arranged by^the fed­ 
eral department of justice. 
“ It is no secret,” said Mr. Greg­ 
ory, “ that the Industrial Workers of 
the W orld’* have been under suspi­ 
cion . The department conducted a 
quiet investigation until I w'as con­ 
vinced that we were warranted in 
taking such action as this.” 
The attorney general declined to 
say what particular offenses would 
probably 
be 
charged, remarking 
only that they are included under 
the general term of “ sedition.” 
He 
left Massachusetts for Maine last 
night for a vacation in the woods. 
In Chicago federal agents took 
possession of the 
national 
head­ 
quarters of the socialist party and 
a warrant authorizing the seizure 
of its documents was served upon 
its council. 
The seizure of documents was in 
accordance with a plan perfected 
here by W illiam C. Fitts, assistant 
attorney general. 
A statement is­ 
sued by the department of justice 
announced that the seizure of pa­ 
pers was made in connection with 
a federal grand jury investigation 
of the Industrial Workers of the 
World now proceeding at Chicago. 
The 
department’s 
action 
was 
taken on the eve of a report to 
President W ilson by Chief Justice 
Covington, of the supreme court of 
the District of Columbia, who was 
designated recently by the presi­ 
dent to investigate the labor situa­ 
tion in the west. 
Judge Covington has completed 
his investigation and probably will 
report personally to President W il­ 
son tomorrow. 
Whether the concerted action of 
marshals throughout the country 
was related to Judge Covington’s 
investigation was not disclosed. It 
is knowm, however, 
that 
Judge 
Covington made a special study cf 
the activities of 
the 
Industrial 
W orkers of the World. 
It was shortly after he reached 
the northwest' that twenty-seven 
leaders of the organization were 
arrested by Idaho national guards­ 
men, the day before the time set 
for a general strike in Washing­ 
ton, Orgon, Montana and Idaho. 
The charges against leaders of 
the organization under arrest or 
whose arrest is contemplated w’ere 
not made public her*, 
it was said 
at the department of justice that 
these would have to be determined 
by the grand jury investigation. 
Officials also declined to state if 
indictments had been 
found 
by 
grand juries in Chicago or else­ 
where against Industrial W orkers 
of the World leaders. 
Indications 
are that federal grand juries in 
other cities will be called upon to 
investigate the activities 
of

organization. 
For many weeks the activities 
of the Industrial Workers of the 
W orld leaders have been

close scrutiny. 
Scores

workers, chiefly in the west and

Washington, Sept. 7.—Price fix­ 
ing for meat and dairy products has 
no place in the government’s food 
control plans, Herbert Hoover, the 
food administrator, told the nation­ 
al livestock conference. 
Not only 
would it be inadvisable to institute 
price fixing in these industries, he 
declared, but the food administra­ 
tion has been given no such power. 
As long as there is a heavy de­ 
mand for meat, with a decreased 
production, Mr. Hoover said, meat 
prices will continue to soar.' The 
hope of the food administration is 
that it can stabilize quotations and 
thus eliminate speculation. 
“I can not believe there is a pan­ 
acea for a situation of this kind,” 
said Mr. Hoover. 
“Our problem is 
to increase production. 
The best 
we may expect is a slow develop­ 
ment toward the 
ends 
we 
seek. 
Drastic control of packing plants, 
with government operations an al­ 
ternative, will not work. 
We can 
administer 
food 
control 
only 
throftgh the co-operation of all in­ 
terests concerned. 
“Then* is no power in the food 
bill to fix prices, and we never have 
asked that power. 
Everywhere in 
Europe price fixing—that 
is, 
the 
naming of a maximum price- has 
failed. We had the fixing of wheat 
prices thrust upon us, as it is our 
duty to purchase So per cent of lh** 
crop for export, and we had th« 
w heat committee name a price as a 
guarantee to producers and to stop 
speculation. 
The meat situation is such that a 
high price to producers is guaran­ 
teed for many years. 
If war were 
to end suddenly, or if the subma 
rines were to be overcome, how­ 
ever, great stores of wheat would 
be released in Argentina, Australia 
and India and the 
bottom 
would 
have dropped out of the market in 
this country. 
These three nations 
will 
have

hand soon enough 
wheat to feed the world, but ships 
can not be had to transport it.

$11,538,945,460 in bonds and certi­ 
ficates 
unanimously 
passed 
the 
house last night. Action by the sen­ 
ate as soon as the pending war tax 
bill is disposed of is planned by 
administration leaders. 
Not a ma­ 
terial amendment was added to the 
bill by the house. 
Representative 
Moore, of Pennsylvania, led a gToup 
of republicans in a futile fight for 
a war expenditures committee. 
Every 
effort 
of republicans to 
limit the control the bill would give 
Secretary McAdoo over the bonds 
and certificates resulted in failure. 
lf the secretary desires, under the 
measure, he may use some of the 
$17,600,000 appropriated for dispos­ 
ing of all the bonds and certificates 
in newspaper publicity. 
Representative Cannon, 
of 
Illi­ 
nois, managed to obtain the adop­ 
tion of a compromise amendment 
to exempt from taxation forever in­ 
terest on bonds not in excess of 
$5,000. 
He wanted to make it $10,- 
000, but Democratic Leader Kitchin 
would not agree to that. 
The bill authorizes the issuance 
of $7,538,945,460 worth of converti­ 
ble 4 per cent bonds, subject to 
supertaxes and war 
profits 
taxes 
and to terminate at the discretion 
of the secretary of the treasury. Of 
this total $4,000,000,000 is for the 
new allied loan, $3,000,OOO,OOO worth 
to take over a 3 ’h per cent issue 
already authorized and the remain­ 
ing $538,945,460 to be used for con­ 
verting certain outstanding bonds, 
including the Danish West Indies, 
Alaskan railway. Panama canal and 
naval construction issues. 
Issuance also is authorized of not 
more than $2,000,000,000 worth each 
of certificates of indebtedness and 
war saving certificates to run not 
more than one year and five years, 
respectively, at rates of interest to 
be fixed by the secretary of the 
treasury. 
These issues are to be 
ubject to the same taxes as the 
bonds. 
The bill provides that foreign 
bonds taken in exchange for loans 
shall not b»- sold al less than the 
purchase price.
